There is an ordinance prohibit- 
ing sale of fireworks and shoot- 
ing thereof in Upland and the 
county ordinance states they can- 
not be sold or exploded in any 
incorporated city of the county 


and that it is unlawful to sell| 


firewoiks in the county except 
on July 2, 3 and 4. 

As has been customary during 
past years. fireworks will 
banned from all San Bernardino 
mountains and forestry guards 
will inspect all automobiles enter- 
fmg resort areas.

Drought Hits the Midwest 


The scorching fury of a devastating drought again this 
year is searing the vast plains of the midwest. Sun-blistered 
crops wither under pitiless heat that has baked the ground dry. 
Cattle grow gaunt for lack of food. Farmers’ losses mount in- 
to many millions of dollars. 

And yet in California today the rich, loamy, well-watered 
soil is yielding as bounteous crops as any we've had in recent 
years. 

Our farmers do have their troubles. They suffered two hard 
frosts last spring. They are wrestling with the usual problems 
of insects, weeds, harvesting and marketing. There is an un- 
usual threat, too, this year, in the efforts of tax theorists to 
load an unbearable tax burden on the farmer’s land by put- 
ting over the single tax in November. 

But no widespread devastation has struck us, and our farm- 
ers have good reason to be thankful they live in fertile Cali- 
fornia. 

Nevertheless, we whom fickle nature has befriended would 
do well to join the midwest in their prayers for rain. Already 
their drought approaches in intensity the one of 1934, when 
much of the vast area from the eastern slopes of the Rockies 
to the foothills of the Alleghenies was reduced to parched 
wasteland. 

That was no mere local misfortune, but a national catas- 
trophe. This drought may grow as bad or even worse, unless 
nature relents, and looses her life-giving rains.

‘‘Sunkist’’ growers of citrus fruits, who in 28 years spent 


$20,000,000 for advertising, thereby increasing per capita con- 
sumption of their product from 7 pounds to 37.5 pounds, a jump 
of 428 per cent! 

As for distributors, all progressive individual merchants 
utilize newspapers to boost sales. And the whole modern sys- 
¢em of multiple-unit, big volume, rapid turnover retailing has 
extensive advertising as its very bedrock basis. From this the 
publie benefits through lower prices. 

Whatever else all this proves, it does seem to give a lot of 
official recognition to newspaper advertising as a public ser- | 
vice. And that, as gains continue, makes is your good news. |
